THE LATE JAPANESE EMPEROR 
AND HIS PHYSICIANS. 


Shortly after the demise of the -Em- 
peror Mutsuhito, says the Tokyo Ashi, 
messengers wero hastily dispatched to 
all. the Toyko papers by the authorities 
ordering tho editors to refrain from 
publishing criticiems of the Court. physi- 
ciany or of the attitude of the officials 
of the Imperial Household Department. 
Most of tho papers in Tokyo maintained 
silouce in view of the great: national 
bereavement, though some expressed 
thoir indignation with the ‘physicians in 
attendance on his late Majesty. A few 
days ago Dr. Baron Oka, chief of the 
Imperial physicians, writing in the 
Hoehi, gavo w statement of the cause and 
progress of the late Emperor's il)ness, 
which ix held to.be. nothing but self- 
excuse and is received with ridicule by 
the physicians of Toyko. 

The voice of uepitoeen hoa been heard 
on all sides, but’this paper has hesitated 
t publish anything until to-day, and 
tho following is one of the many 
criticisms by physicians passed upon 
Baron Oka:~-

CHRISTIAN CONVERTS IN KOREA. 


AN OFFICIAL VIEWS 


Tho “ Annual Report of Reforms and 
Progress in Koren,” recently issued’ by 
the Imperial Japancse Government, con- 
tains some very. interesting reforence to 
the work of foreign missionaries.

or the Ministers of State, as ‘to the treat. 
ment that onght to have been given his 
Majesty?

THE LONDON- SCHOOL OF 
TROPICAL MEDICINE. 

., The following leading article appears 
in The fimes of the 18th ult. :-—~ ; 

The gracious intention of His Majesty 
the King to lay the first stone of the 
new buildings of the London School of 
Tropical Medicine, although rendered of 
no effect by the deplorable conditions 
whieli have provalled in tho locality, waa 
none tho less a recognition, by tho 
highest authority, of the importance to 
the Empire of the studies in which that 
School is engaged. That recognition was 
emphasized yesterday afternoon, at the 
meeting at the Foreign Office of tho Com-

Mr: Harcourt 
ware present and spoke, We hayo more 
than once referred to the story which they 
had to tell, butit can scarcely be repeated 
too often or told too forcibly, For many 
years the maladies and the mortality of 
the tropics wero vaguely attributed to 
“climate,” ‘although no ono even at- 
tempted to explain how climate could 
produce them; and it was not until « 
recent period that many of them were 
shown to he duo to the invusion of the 
human body by animal parasites, which, 
as causes of disonse, occupy the position 
held in more temperate regions by’ veget- 
able parasites or‘ bacteria,” and against 
which some of the natives of the countries 
concerned had in the course of timo 
obtained some degree of immunity. The 
first step towards knowledge of tho 
methods of invasion of some: of. these 
parasites was Sir’ Patrick Manson's dis- 
covery that the microscopically minute 
embryos of the nematoid' worms known as 
fJarie, which are abundant in the blood 
of many of the natives of certain coun- 
tries and are apparently harmless, are 
withdrawn from man by o' mosquito, 
within which thoy enter upon a new phase 
of development, and by which they are 
returned to. man in a condition to become 
sexually mature, to attain full growth, 
and to produco clephantiasis and allied 
diseases by their occupancy of lymphatic 
channels, Sir Patrick’s discovery of the 
part played by the mosquito in relation 
to filarim led him to suggest that this 
insect might also be the carrier of the 
blood parasites of intermittent fever; 
ond the suggestion, afterwards verifie 
by Sir Ronald Ross, and extended to 
yellow ‘fever. to pellagra, and other 
maladics, has marked an epoch in the 
history of disease prevention in all the 
countries in which any of tho maladies 
in question had prevailed, As an early 
consequence: of its practical application 
on a large scale, it has permitted tho con- 
striction of the Panama Canal, previous- 
ly abandoned ‘as a mere’ grave for the 
workmen coneérned in its excavation. 

Mr. Chamberlain’s cnergy and en pied 
to which both Sir Edward Grey an Lord | 
Crewe paid a generous tribute yestorday, 
provided promptly for the prosecution of 
these discoyories and for their practical 
application to the needs of British re- 
sidents in the tropics. With the help of

Ho. looks to the destruction of 
these: two pests as the only means by 
which improved conditions of health can- 
be secured; and his reports afford addi- 
tional evidence of the terrible powers for 
evil of mony creatures which the unin- 
gtructed would bo disposed to regard os 
insignificany, but which, in reality, are 
among the most potent of the enemies of 
maukind, It ig against such enemies 
that. the Schoo! of Tropical Medicino 
4eaches ‘its pupilato contend; ~ acd ~its 
efforts are thoroughly worthy of all the 
dupport that can he extended to them. 


steadily increasing. ‘The’ extension and |- 


improvement of the lecture rooms and 
laboratories have become — imperatively 
necessary; and, on account of the distance 
from London, it is highly. important to 
provide. a common residence for the 
students, so that they may not be hindered - 
by tho distraction and loss of time con- 
sequent upon daily journeys to and. fro, 
This has always boon done to some extent; 
but, in this respect. aa in others,. the. 
Schuo] hag outgrown the accommodation 
as to admit of the reception and trent. 
ment, at a cost within their reach, of 
Englishmen of limited, means who have 
been attacked by tropical diseases, and 
who have been invalided home in conse- 
quence. 

Tn addition to research work prosecut- 
ed by ‘students who have gone from the 
School to practise in tropical countries, 
and iaany of whom keep in touch with 
their old teachers, special investigations 
have been undertaken from time to tine 
as funds ‘have been available. In 1909, 
for example, a donation of £500 for re- 
search purposes was made to the School 
by Lord Sheffield; and the Committee 
selected for investigation the two subjects 
of clephantiasis and other forms of 
filarial disease, and of epidemic and 
endemic dysentery, as_ these conditions 
were prevailing in the Fiji Islands, The 
work was committed to Dr. Bahr, whose 
two extremely important reports have 
‘just been published, and disclose condi- 
tions urgently calling for remedial 
activity. In China, where Sir Patrick 
Manson discovered the ‘relationship — be- 
tween the microscopic embryonic flaria 
and the adult worms which are the causes 
of oclephantiasia, the embryos are only 
found in the surface blood of human 
carriers in the evening, and hence ‘are. 
only withdrawn and returned by a night- 
feeding mosquito; but in Fiji Dr. Bahr 


J found the embryos in the surface blood 


of the carriers in the daytime, and they 
are. withdrawn and returned by a’ mos- 
quito which feeds during the day. They. 
are so prevalent that Dr. Bahr describes 
them as being practically universal in 
tho native population, and the maladies 
which they produce are correspondingly 
frequent and severe. As regards dysen- 
‘tery, a malady oftsn prevailing in the 
islands in an-epidemie form and fre- 
quently fatal both’ from .its immediate 
and from its more remote ‘effects, it has 
-now been shown that there.are two dis- 
tinct forms of the disease, undistinguish- 
able from one!another by symptoms, one 
of which-is caused by an animal. parasite, 
an amoeba, and the other by a vegetable 
parasite, a bacterium. 
which ig a reniedy of great value for the 
first form, is uscless or injurious in the
